$22,000 W. P. A. grant for junior 
college improvements. The sum 
of $6,000 was recently voted by 
the taxpayers, making a total of 
$28,000 to be used on the project. 
There is no longer any excuse 
for not having a lawn in front 
where.-the boys did their diggin- 
est.

Youth Legislature 
To Be HeldInS. F. 
From May 7 to 9 


The first Youth Model legisla- 
ture for the State of California 
will be held in San Francisco on 
May 7, 8 and 8. This legislature 
is being held to give young 
people experience in legislating 
bills. Every organization in Cal- 
ifornia, which is composed of 
young people, is entitled to send 
delegates in the form of repre- 
sentatives to the “Youth Sen- 
ate” and “Youth Assembly”. 


Although the Salinas Junior 
College is not officially sponsor- 
ing any delegates, some J. Cc. 
students expect to attend as dele- 
gates from church and _ social 
clubs. 


All proposed bills must be sent 
to a central committee, which 
will eliminate duplicate and con- 
flicting bills, and to give advice 
as. to legal technicalities. It is 
the purpose of the whole legis- 
lature to give young people a 
greater active interest in the 
state legislature, since it will 
give the people who attend in- 
side information on how our 
legislature really work and how 
it would work if the law were 
followed to the letter. 


The state steering committee, 
which will determine the Policy 
and type of bills to be favored at 
the youths’ legislature, will meet 
in Fresno on April 9 and 10.
